One third of its budget is raised through donations, book 
sales, fines, memberships and user fees. The spelling bee 
is among the library's newest and more festive events 
used to benefit the bottom line for one of Marion's true 
treasures. 

The format for this year's Lizzie T's Spelling Bee 
differed from the National Spelling Bee that is televised 
each year in that this event was a team effort. Many of 
the competing teams chose themed and matching outfits, 
while others brought entire cheering sections to root for 
them. The competition was divided into four rounds. The 
first three rounds consisted of either three or four teams 
competing in a single elimination format where each 
team attempted to spell a word read aloud by Mistress of 
Ceremonies Jenni Strand, Director of the Loft School, who 
then gave a definition of the word and finished by using 
the word in a sentence and pronouncing the word one last 
time. 

When Ms. Strand completed her task each team 
had 25 seconds to confer over the spelling of the word, 
write it on a slate and then show their spelling of the 
word by the end of the allotted time. This year's teams 
were offered the added element of being able to use a 
'lifeline' if they felt that they needed help to spell a word. 
For a fee of $50 each team could reach out to a friend or a 
family member via telephone to request assistance with 
the spelling of a word. The calls could last no longer than 
30 seconds in length and the lifeline could only be used

Election Update 

Slim Slate in Marion, 

Rochester Becomes Three-Way Race

While things remain ominously quiet with regard 
to the upcoming Annual Town Election in Marion, and 
everything seems to be status quo in Mattapoisett, the 
race for Rochester's top seat just got a bit more interesting 
this week. 

Although the deadline to take out and return 
nomination papers for the April 9 Annual Town Election 
has come and gone in Rochester, former Selectman Gary 
Laboa informed Town Clerk Naida Parker this week of 
his intention to run a write-in or sticker campaign, there- 
by creating a three-way race against incumbent Richard 
Nunes and first-time candidate Thomas Skrutski. 

When asked why he didn't take out and return 
nomination papers during the alloted timeframe, Mr. 
Laboa said he wasn't sure about running until this past 
week. 

'Although I regret not reaching this decision in 
time to be listed on the ballot, I think that it's a good time 
to get involved again," Mr. Laboa said. "I've been encour- 
aged to run again numerous times both by people con- 
tacting me or when running into residents around town. 
After my loss in 2006 (to Selectman Dan McGaffey), I lost 
some of the drive that I previously had and as much as I 
tried to convince myself that I didn't really care, it wasn't 
working. I think by running a write in/ sticker campaign I 
will offer the voters another option in the April election." 

Incumbent Richard D. Nunes, who is running for 
his third consecutive term of office on a platform to keep 
Rochester "affordable for middle-class residents and se- 
nior citizens," said he had no comment about Mr. Laboa's 
write-in campaign.

molition Delay By-Law for consideration and placement 
on the Annual Town Meeting warrant. The board agreed 
to take it under advisement. 

At 7:20 pm the board met with members of the 
Community Preservation Committee (CPC). According to 
Chairman John DeCosta Jr., they wanted to give the board 
an update on their progress to date. 

"Because of (our) late start for FY08, we missed 
(applying for the) state grant/' Mr. DeCosta said. "We 
missed a chance at a 100 percent (matching grant), but 
we've raised approximately $97,000 from the 1 percent 
surcharge. This year we did have this one-time option to 
place funds as we see fit ... and we spread it out over the 
five different categories/' 

As established, the CPA allows the town to set 
up five subaccounts and they've elected to fund each as 
follows: Open Space (minimum 10 percent annually); 
Historic Preservation (10 percent); Affordable Housing 
(10 percent); Administrative Account (up to 5 percent an- 
nually); and the remainder into a General Reserve Fund. 

"From now on everything else has to go through 
Town Meeting to be allocated/' Mr. DeCosta said. "Once 
we come to Town Meeting with projects, they can either 
vote them up or vote them down — they can't change 
the substance of the projects. We're submitting an article 
on this year's Town Meeting warrant. If everything goes 
according to schedule, by September we'll be advertising 
proposals for our 2010 Town Meeting. The bad news is

our CPA Trust Fund is based on deed surcharges ... (and) 
with the housing market in a slump, less money has been 
going into that account. But if we get a 60 percent match- 
ing state grant, with a little luck we're hoping to hit the 
2010 Town Meeting with about $400,000, give or take." 

At 7:35 pm the board opening an appeal hearing 
on the request of Ken Shwartz who is seeking to have 
his mooring privileges reinstated.

posed agenda for the meeting with the Town Planner on 
Wednesday, March 19 and asked if they had anything to 
add. 

"The only thing Fd like to add would be to look 
at what the town is doing to develop some type of light 
commercial zoning area/' Selectman Nunes said. "We 
just need planning for that ... we really don't have a lot of 
commercial revenue (coming in)." 

To that end, Mr. LaCamera also noted that the 
Southeast Regional Planning and Economic Development 
District (SRPEDD) has some available funding from the 
state to do some priority planning. "It's really something 
we should take advantage of to (help) define commercial 
and industrial property in town," he said. 

Mr. LaCamera also recently conducted an analy- 
sis of the town-owned copy machines and has decided to 
take out a three-year lease with Nikon. "The reason we're 
doing this is we feel technology is moving so quickly, the 
three-year lease would keep us up-to-date and would cost 
less than what we're paying now," he said. "We had to 
make a decision because the one in the library was on its 
way out. All the machines will be networked, so people 
can print or fax from any location." 

As for the current Fiscal Year (FY) 2008 budget, 
Mr. LaCamera noted the town's Ice and Snow Removal 
Budget is now overextended by about $30,000 due to 
recent storms. "The one that really concerns me right now 
is the diesel budget ... because all the Highway Depart-

ment (trucks) and Fire Department vehicles use diesel," 
Mr. LaCamera said. "We're probably about $10,000 over 
on diesel fuel ... but our gasoline budget is right on track." 

Mr. LaCamera noted the town's business in- 
terruption insurance policy with SEMASS jumped up 
$10,000 last year and he is looking at different insurance 
carriers for less expensive options. "We're also consider- 
ing having a reduced deductible," he said. 

Mr. LaCamera lastly noted that the state's final 
budget numbers have been approved. 

"Just about one hour ago the Governor's office 
agreed on the state aid numbers, and it's the numbers I 
used in the budget," Mr. LaCamera said. "So we're look- 
ing at a $116,000 increase over last year. We've got a total

proposed budget of $16,275 million, but only have $16,071 
million available, so we need to reduce the budget by 
about $200,000 townwide." 

In looking at some possible areas to cut, Mr. 
LaCamera noted they were fortunate in that health insur- 
ance costs weren't increasing as much as expected and 
since they won't be pursuing the full-time Town Accoun- 
tant position, that will save some money, too. They might 
also find alternative funding for the Hazardous Waste 
Day in FY09. But there will still need to be additional cuts 
to make up the $200,000 shortfall. 

Mr. LaCamera said heTl be taking these recom- 
mended reductions to the Finance Committee (FinCom) 
for their input and approval. 

In other matters, the board:

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Movie Review 




Game Hunter

10,000 BC. Starring Steven Strait and Camilla Belle. Di- 
rected by Roland Emmerich. Running time: 109 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

A lot of movies these days spawn video games (and vice versa) . 
I have a feeling 10,000 BC shouldVe skipped the movie stage and 
gone right to the video game. There are, as far as I can tell, no plans 
yet to adapt the film for Wii or PlayStation 3 or Xbox, but there 
should be. It'd probably be a fun quest game, with lots to enjoy 
and laugh at along the way. 

You'd play as D'Leh, the brave mammoth hunter chosen by 
the fates to deliver his tribe from slavery at the hands of a techno- 
logically advanced warrior tribe. Your character would look like a 
white Rastafarian and sound like Steven Strait, so he'd be kind of 
wimpy-looking and none too plausible as the game's hero. You'd 
start by hunting a mammoth, of course, which is easier than you'd 
think: just hold a spear up and wait for the mammoth to charge 
at you. Realistically, you'd get stomped, as would happen in any 
decent movie, but that's not going to happen this early in a video 
game. 

Later, your sweetheart Evolet gets kidnapped by the evil war- 
riors. In a good movie about prehistoric times, Evolet wouldn't 
have eyeliner and look like Camilla Belle. But this is a video game, 
where female characters are frequently unrealistically gorgeous, 
shapely, and scantily clad. So Evolet is allowed to be as cute as 
a button, though all the other women in sight are rather dowdy. 
Following the progress of you and Evolet is an old wise woman 
named Old Mother. Every once in a while, there's a cut scene in 
which she quivers and moans whenever things are going badly. 
You'll want to hit the X button to skip past these scenes, of course. 
They serve only to interrupt the action. 

Oh, yes, there's action! You get to dodge phorusrhacids (or 




"terror birds") and fight various warriors and get a saber-toothed 
tiger out of a trap. The tiger will, of course, return later and defend 
you from a suspicious African tribe, letting them know that you're 
not just any hunter-gatherer; you're down with sabertooths, man. 
So you join forces with them and other tribes who have seen their 
women and children kidnapped by the evil warriors, and together 
you journey to the warlord's vast city. How vast? So vast, they need 
mammoths to help build it. This is ridiculous, of course, but it's 
one of those goofy-fun video games (especially considering some 
of the dialogue), so you roll with it. If this were in a movie, you'd 
laugh it off the screen. 

Eventually the big boss battle comes up, and this is where the 
game sort of punks out. All you have to do is throw a spear at the 
warlord. He dies. All of his followers freak out. You save the day. 
Evolet gets killed but not really, and you live happily ever after, at 
least until the next video game comes out. It's a pretty linear and 
predictable storyline, but that's what makes it a fun play, a good 
time-waster. Video games aren't movies, and movies aren't video 
games; they're separate media, which is why so many video games 
based on movies suck and why so many movies based on video 
games suck. A movie based on 10,000 BC, for instance, would be 
one of the stupidest and most boring films of the year.
